; GREAT LOCOMTIVES FOR WEST 


The Canadian National Railways have placed in 
service on main line runs between Winnipeg and Ed- 
monton, a number of “Mountain Type” passenger 
train locomotives. These are the largest locomotives 
ever used on. the prairies and they make the entire 
run between Winnipeg and Edmonton without change. 
This is a distance of 801 miles. They are capable of 
hauling a train of 18 steel passenger cars at an 
average speed of 60 miles per hour. 

The locomotive with tender weighs 540,000 pounds.

It has a tractive effort of 50,000 pounds, and the 
boiler pressure is 250 pounds to the square inch. The 
diameter of the cylinders is 24 inches, with a 30 inch 
stroke.

For some: timo past, thore has been 
an agitation for the: extension of the 
hospital, but owing to crop conditions 
this Is in abeyance for the thne. A 
part of the Vermillion hospital terri- 
tory was transferred to'the Elk Point 
district when that district was formed, 
now there is an agitation afoot for the 
formation of another hospital district 


between Elk Point and Vermillon to 


per- 


erated by Miss Boyd, a graduate 
nurse who had the support of the town 
councillors in her efforts, These men 
were allowed $40.00 per year each for 
their services, and instead of accept- 
ing it for personal use, they turned 
the money over to Miss Boyd as a 
subsidy. They realized the need for-a 
hospital and appreciated her efforts to 
provide one. But the private hospital 
was not equal to the demand for hos- 
pital care, and when the government 
passed the Alberta Municipal Hos. 
pitals Act in 1918, the people saw in 
its possibilities a means whereby they 
could build and maintain a community 
hospital. 


The plan has worked well in Ver- 
million. (It takes about $28,000 to fin- 
ance the hospital yearly and pay off 
the debenture dues. The ‘board has al- 
ways been able to meet debenture 
payments promptly and since 1923 has 
not found it «necessary .to borrow 
money for current expenses. The pa- 
tients’ fees, $1.00 per day for rate- 
payers, $2.50 per day for ‘non-rate- 
Payers, the revenue from taxation, 
and the government grant make up 
the income. Farm lands are taxed at | 
the rate of 3 cents per acre, and the 


town of Vermilion pays a flat rate of: 


$2700, raised by taxation, as its share 
of the hospital upkeep. Non-ratepaye7zs 
may secure t he $1.00 srivilege by 
paying $6.00 per year, and any coming 
to the district after January may also 
share this privilege by making written 
application to the board within three 
months’ of their arrival. 

The Vermilion hospital has played 
an important: part in educating -the 


people to take care of their, health.|. 


One woman who goes there for con- 
finement, passes the word along that 
it is a good place to go and a dozen 
follow. her. Docters are called ‘n° ear: 
lier and they often prefer having their 
cases in the hospital where they can 
see them more frequently. Ten miles 
is the average distance from town, 
and a doctor can take“a patient to the 
hospital where: n&.can be séen ‘every 
Nae for five or six days, for the price 
‘o1 one visit to the home.”

Stating that while nothing was 
new and there was. no such thing as 
freedom, William Irvine, M.P. for 
Wetaskiwin, based his talk at the 


Open Forum, Bdmonton, Sunday eve-' 


ning on the subject “The New Free- 


dom” or, as he defined it, the present | 


age of jazz and modernity. The radical 
change of conditions in the new age | 
has brought about accompanying 
problems and their eventual solution 
formed the gist of the address. 


The rather startling statement that 
unemployment was an essential fac- 
tor of modern civilization was quali- 
fied by the speaker in explaining that 
the industrial evolution which has 
marked the new age would be a farce 
without unemployment. 

“Does anyone suppose that Thomas 
will be able to find work for all the 
unemployed of Great Britain,” he, 
asked and added “God forbid.” 

In the opinion of the speaker, em- 
ployment was not the cure for un- 
employment. The continuity and in-, 
tensity of the problems which have 
followed industrial progress must be 
studied. 

“We must make the machine sub- 
servient to human values instead of 
being slaves of the machine,” he said. 
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Take 
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| The force of unemployment, Mr. 
\Invine sald, would bring about a re- 
‘action which will work out its own 
problem. 

The New Freedom, metaphorically 
applied to the new age, is a term 
that ably describes the background 
of thought which has found ex- 
Pression in modern life, the speaker 
' sald. 

Some deplore the prevailing condi- 
tions, denouncing the jazz craze, 
‘found not only in the dance halls, ‘but 
in religion, politics and business, as 
indicative of a people adrift on the 
sea of civilization and bespeaking the 
downfall of the nation. A century 
;ago ,he continued, people believed in 
the infallability of, | doctrines amd 
teachings but the public of today re- 
;fuse to believe most things and the 
attitude of mind is ome of question- 
| ing. 

Intellectual development, sponsored 
by great forces of mind stimulation 
‘as a result of the discoveries of scien- 
tists and a consequent spread of know- 
jledge throughout the world has been 
one of the primary elements in the 
new age, he said. 

The development of a scientific at- 
titude of mind in connection with the 
old teachings and beliefs has created 
the new spirit of freedom, Mr. Irvine 
contended. Another factor, a direct 
result of the mental attitude, was the 
[stat which transformed the in- 


dustrial world and every phase of 
human life has been effected by it, 
he stated. The change of human re- 
lationships, forming the basis of a 
new philosophy of life and of human 
destiny followed. 


Breaking away from the old order 
the new age must have some definite 
destiny in sight which destiny would 
see the solution of the present prob-

Alberta to the United States for 
————-———— (the quarter ending September 30th 
amounted to Httlo short of $700,000, 
according to Odin G. Loren Ameri- 
can vice consul with headquarters 
here. This represents an increase 
of ten per cent on the value of 
shipments during the previous 
quarter, 

The report shows that exports for 
the three months from July 1. to 
September 30, amounted to $699,530. 
Of this sum, there was $228,628, re- 
presenting the valuation of fresh fish 
shipments from northern Alberta to 
te United States market. The fish 
trade was fully 75 per cent more 
than that of the similar quarter of 
1928, showing an increased demand 
In the big distributing centres of 
Chicago, New York and elsewhere. 

Exports of meats and cattle were 
valued at $210,534, compared with 
$192,576 in the previous quarter. 
There was a heavy drop, however, in 
shipments of fur, which were valued 
at $66,363. It is believed this de- 
crease was largely due to the fact
